Report from the President and the Director 


“We believe in the power of art to ignite the 
imagination, stimulate thought, and provide 
enjoyment. Through our collection and 
programs, we strive to integrate art into the 
lives of people.” Last year’s Annual Report 
centered on this Mission Statement. We 
discussed how it guided our reorganization 
process and led us into building much stronger 


community and collaborative relations. 


For us to have made the kind of progress we 
did, and to continue it throughout the 1995/96 
fiscal year, each of us had to focus outward. In 
the midst of all the changes that reorganization 
entails, we continually had to ask, “How will this 
affect our visitors? What can we do to give 
more people a great experience with the 


Museum’s great art?” 


These questions informed our creation of a new 
Vision for the Museum (printed for you on the 
facing page).As you read this year’s report, you 
will see how each point that serves our Vision 
of “Great Art—Great Experiences” drives our 


actions. 


The following examples show our Vision at 
work. They reveal how it has changed the way 
we think about exhibitions. They demonstrate 
how we look outward not only to our visitors, 
but to our neighbors and to all Toledoans when 
planning programs and improvements. And, they 
make it clear that everyone at the Museum is 
intensely involved in making this Vision a day-to- 
day reality. We want each person who sees The 
Toledo Museum of Art—whether viewing art, 
using the building and grounds, or participating 


in programs—to benefit from the experience. 


Made In America:A New Presentation 


On view from October 13, 1995 to January 7, 
1996, Made In America:Ten Centuries of American 
Art presented a huge challenge for us. Organized 
by the same consortium that brought Impression- 
ism: Selections from Five American Museums to 
Toledo in 1990, we were the third of the five to 
install Made In America. With 160 objects created 
over one thousand years, how could we help 


visitors interact with such diverse material? 


The installation we decided upon not only 
differed from those of our consortium part- 
ners—The Minneapolis Institute of Art; The Saint 
Louis Art Museum; The Nelson-Atkins Museum 
of Art, Kansas City, Missouri; and The Carnegie 
Museum of Art, Pittsburgh—but also was 
different from any we had done before. It 
reflected our new focus, which compelled us 
to help the visitor make sense of the material. 
Our thought processes had changed, and they 
took us beyond the art historian’s traditional 


chronological perspective. 


Visitors experienced the result of our rethinking 
immediately upon entering Canaday Gallery. 
There, they saw “The man who refused to be 
king and the man who was”: George Washington 
and Elvis Presley. What makes a hero in America? 
Comparisons such as these, which grouped 


objects from diverse time periods throughout

the exhibition, stimulated visitors into thinking 
about similarities and differences in subject 
matter and treatment as our national culture 


evolved. 


Two years ago, we could not have done this 
installation. It was very much a team effort and a 
learning curve for many of us. It demonstrated 
to us that we were indeed moving “out of the 
box” of traditional thought, presenting art in 


new ways because of our focus on the visitor. 


Made In America was, we hope, a revelation for 
our visitors as well. We are especially grateful 
for the corporate sponsors who helped make 
our installation possible: The Andersons, 
Chrysler Corporation Fund, and Owens- 
Corning.All three organizations, moreover, are 
examples in forward thinking and outward focus. 


We have learned much from them.

Art To Art:A New Concept 


It’s not unusual for museums to bring in artists to 
comment on their collections and select objects for a 
show. Art To Art, however, marked the first time as far 
as we know that a museum asked artists to create 
works in response to the art they saw. Through Art To 
Art, we wanted to explore direct aesthetic responses, 
and we wanted the public to experience the 


exploration. 


Begun in 1994 and spanning 18 months, this 
innovative program brought Albert Paley, Jim Dine 
and Therman Statom to The Toledo Museum of Art 
for separate periods as artists-in-residence. Each gave 
public lectures, demonstrations in one of the city’s 
public schools and for University of Toledo art 
students, and a special program for the Museum's 
Contemporaries. Following his residency, each artist 
returned to his studio to create a work stimulated by 


some aspect of the Museum’s art or architecture. 


The program culminated in a triad of one-person 
exhibitions held at The Museum from March |7 to 
June 9, 1996. The artists were here for the opening, 
and the installation included comments from each 


one on the reasoning behind his response. 


A new concept, Art To Art helped us celebrate the 75- 
year-old collaboration between The Toledo Museum 
of Art and The University of Toledo. Permanently 
recognizing this project and all the partnerships it 
entailed, The Apollo Society subsequently purchased 
Albert Paley’s Continuum for the Museum’s collection 


and the Museum purchased the Dine drawings. 


INFORM 


Just as these exhibitions attempted to involve 
visitors in works of art, so does INFORM, a new 
audioguide, give people the freedom to wander 
through our galleries and follow their own 
interests. Through recorded voices and music, 
visitors select how much they want to hear about 
90 works in the collection. From a general 
introduction to deeper and more detailed 
information about the life of the artist, the period 
in which the work was created, and the tech- 
niques used, people of all ages can create their 


own tour of the Museum. 


Visitor response to INFORM has been wonderful. 
Although we introduced INFORM at the end of 
the fiscal year, we are pleased to note in this 
report that usage has steadily increased every 
month. In fact, the Museum ran out of units on 
Labor Day weekend, when the galleries seemed to 
be full of people holding INFORM wands.

In choosing the objects to INFORM visitors 
about, we were guided by what was selected for 
inclusion ina new Museum publication, Toledo 
Treasures. Written for the public and beautifully 
illustrated, it is our first expanded handbook of 


the Toledo Museum of Art collection. 


Along with our focus on making art accessible 
to a large audience, we have continued our 
obligation to scholarship as well, publishing 
Roman Mold-Blown Glass by E. Marianne Stern as 
part of a major series on the Museum's vast 


glass collection. 


Art After School 


Young people are a special audience for art. In 
spring 1995, with financial assistance from an 
anonymous donor, we launched a pilot project 
for “at risk” children.Art After School offers 
them an alternative to the streets. It encourages 
youngsters to view the Museum as a welcoming 
place where they can have fun while exploring 


their creativity. 


Through existing programs for grades 3 to 6 at 
neighborhood centers,Art After School gives 
children the opportunity to develop their social 
and creative skills by participating in art projects 
and activities at the Museum. Participating in the 
pilot project, Grace Community Center, the 
Linques Center, the First Church of God 
Christian School, the Boys & Girls Club, St. 


Martin de Porres parish school, the Girl Scouts 


Art After School Student Project 


Maumee Valley Council, Rosary Cathedral 
School, and the Frederick Douglas Center all 
brought children to the Museum on selected 
afternoons from 3:30 to 5:30 for ten weeks in 


the spring and fall. 


Responses from students, teachers and parents 
showed the program deserves permanent 
funding. The children viewed coming here as a 
“reward”; the centers noted an increase in self- 
esteem of those who attended; and at least one 
child’s talent led to a recommended scholarship 


for Saturday art classes at the Museum. 


Art After School will be held again this fall. We 
are working to identify potential donors who 
will help establish an endowment to ensure the 


continuation of this program. 


The Business Council 


Currently, 235 donors from the business 
community have joined our Business Council. 
The growth of this significant group of 
supporters deserves mention, and their financial 
contributions to the Museum's ability to serve 
visitors merit the highest praise. Their perspec- 
tive on the community, and how the Museum 
can be a resource for the full diversity of people 


who live here, is of great value as well. 


Invaluable Volunteers 


Unpaid but not unsung: without volunteers, the 
Museum could not come close to fulfilling its 
mission. In 1995/96, volunteers contributed 
nearly 50,000 hours to helping make Museum 
programs a success. Docents are very visible 
volunteers, having been trained to discuss works 
from the Museum’s collection with groups of 
visitors. Many other volunteers staff the 
information booth, handle tickets, prepare 
mailings, handle the phones for the annual 
Membership Campaign—whatever is needed. 
Behind the scenes or in front of the public, 
Museum volunteers are vital to membership 
growth, smooth operations and visitor 


satisfaction. 


The Land Use Master Plan 


The Museum is not only a cultural resource. It is 
also a neighbor. Last year, we reported that 
landscape architect Laurie D. Olin, of Hanna/ 
Olin Ltd., Philadelphia, had been selected to 
develop a land use plan for the Museum’s 26- 
acre site. The entire project reflects our looking 
outward, as does the process Mr. Olin engaged 


in this year. 


At a series of meetings, Mr. Olin presented his 
ideas to Museum staff, supporters and neigh- 
bors. The question and answer sessions 
engendered further considerations. This winter, 
Mr. Olin will present the landscape master plan 


to the Museum’s Board of Trustees for approval.

It’s no accident that the land use master plan 
has among its goals that of re-attaching the 
Museum to its physical environment. Having 
looked inward for so many years, improving our 
galleries and opening Frank Gehry’s acclaimed 
Center for the Visual Arts, we are focused on 
being a strong participant in community renewal 
and an important design force in our city. You 
will soon see one expression of our desire to 
show how buildings, art and the environment 
can be creatively joined when the entire 


Museum facade is lighted this fall. 


The Peristyle Season 


Everyone who has seen the Peristyle knows that 
it is one of Toledo’s architectural treasures. In 
the major joint program of The Toledo Museum 
of Art and The Toledo Symphony Orchestra, the 
Peristyle Season provides concert-goers with 
exceptional music in a beautiful setting. The five 
concerts in the 1995/96 season, compared to 
four the previous year, attracted more than 
1550 additional people to the Peristyle. With 
total attendance at close to 7500, this was a 
very successful first season in our newly 
structured collaboration. We look forward to a 
fine coming season as we continue to increase 
the number of national orchestras appearing in 
Toledo and as we continue to build our 


collaboration with our local orchestra. 


In developing the collaboration with the 
Symphony for the benefit of the community we 
drew upon our experience in organizing teams 


throughout our organization. 


The Museum Trustees Reorganize 


The December 1996 reorganization of the 
Museum’s Board of Trustees reflects their own 
rethinking of how we work as an institution.An 
ad hoc committee of Trustees initiated changes 
that make the Board a more effective team of 


highly involved individual members. 


The reorganization shifts the engine driving the 
Board from the Executive Committee to the 
entire Board of 25 full-time Trustees. The 
Executive Committee of Museum officers now 
meets only at times of emergency. The full Board 
meets eight times a year, rather than four times 
as before. Their meetings, which formerly 
consisted of active committees presenting 
reports, now engage the full Board in discussing 


the issues before them. 


Honorary Trustees, whose knowledge and 
experience enable them to serve as a “think 
tank” for the Museum, now meet two times a 
year with the full Board and twice a year among 


themselves. 


The Process Continues 


With the Board’s reorganization, there is no 
person working for the Museum who is not 
involved in the process of contributing individual 
talents and energies to a team among other 
teams. Each team, and every member on it, is 
focused on meeting goals that in some way 


serve our visitors. 


To gauge how well our actions reflect our 
commitment, we are finding out what our 
visitors think through focus groups and surveys. 
The results will lead to changes, and the process 
of rethinking, acting, gathering results and 
making further improvements or adjustments 


will continue. 


The Museum’s guiding principles give all our 
efforts a strong foundation and cohesiveness of 
purpose. We have a Mission. We are propelled 
by aVision.And in being true to both, we act 


according to these agreed-upon Values: 


As a Museum holding and preserving an art 
collection in public trust for the benefit of 
present and future generations, we value: the 
accomplishments of the past and the challenge 
of enriching the future; art and programs of the 
highest quality; exceptional service; respect for 
the individual; opportunities for learning and 
personal growth; open communication and 
trust; integrity and honesty; teamwork and 
cooperation; creativity and initiative; responsibil- 


ity and accountability. 


For our visitors, we wish only that they see the 
results of our work, not the process behind it. 
We want nothing to come between their having 
a great experience with great art. If their visit to 
The Toledo Museum of Art ignites the imagina- 
tion, stimulates thought, provides enjoyment and 
becomes integrated into their lives, we all will 


have succeeded.

1995/96 at a Glance 


ATTENDANCE 


= 342,779 people (265,560 adults 
and 77,219 children) visited the Museum 
during 1995/96. This is equivalent to nearly 
103% of the population of the City of Toledo 
and represents a |2% increase in attendance 
over 1994/95. 
MEMBERSHIP 

=3 The 1995 Membership Campaign 
registered 1684 new Members for the Toledo 
Museum of Art, with total Museum 
Membership for the year peaking at 9492. 
The Membership campaign generated 
$122,517 in new revenue that was used to 
continue the Museum's programs and events. 
Our hats are off to all of the Volunteers who 
worked during the Membership Campaign. 


Business COUNCIL 

= Eight years ago the Business 
Council began with 35 members; today 
membership stands at 233. These Toledo-area 
businesses have donated $419,694 in cash 
contributions and $194,975 of in-kind 
contributions during 1995/96.

= From Detroit to Maine and from 
Russia to Morocco, ArTravel offers Museum 
Members one day domestic trips and 
extended foreign trips. This year 262 
Members participated in ArTravel trips, a 78% 
increase over 1994/95.

=2 With a total of 1483 patrons, 
including teachers, Museum and UT staff, 
docents, UT students, and the general 
public, the Center has seen an 83% 
increase in the number of patrons 
during 1995/96. 


= During 1995/96, over 100 
teachers have attended interactive 
workshops on a wide range of topics, 
and 53 groups have received 
orientations and teacher in-service 
training in the use of the Center. 


Art REFERENCE LIBRARY 
AND VISUAL RESOURCES 
COLLECTION 


= During 1995/96 the Art 
Reference Library added 821 books and 
catalogues to its holdings. The Library 
provided service to 9,72 patrons, and a 
total of 4,135 ttems were circulated to 
patrons, with additional materials used in 
the Library, 


=2 The Visual Resources 
Collection acquired 5,800 slides during 
the year. This exceptionally large number 
was due to several donations by 
Museum Members. Visual Resources 
circulated 26,025 slides during the year, 
served 425 patrons, and filled 1893 
requests for audio-visual equipment. 


LOANS TO AND FROM THE 
MUSEUM 


=3 57 works of art were lent to 
31 exhibition at 29 US. and 19 foreign 
sites. During the year, pieces from the 
Museum's collections have been in 
exhibitions in Australia, Canada, 
Denmark, England, France, Spain, and 
Switzerland.

London, and Philadelphia.
